It is known 
that tundreds of unfortunates are ruined 
every season; that the suiciaes, though 
sougbtto be husebed up, are numbered by 
tens; that naval squadrons dare not stay in 
the neighborhood for fear of their officers 
succumbing tothe siren; that a spot which, 
with its fine air, warm sun, flowers, and per- 
fumes ought to be a paradise, is haunted by 
croupiers, swindlers, dupes, courtesans, 
bankrupts, loungers and parasites.

MORTON PETO. 


The Career of the Great English Rail- 
way Magnate. 
From the New York Times. 


An extract from a London journal, repud- 
lished in a late number of the imes, 
mentioned the “generous sacrifice’? of Sir 
Samuel Morton Peto in using his wife’s large 
fortune to pay his own debts, though not le- 
gally bound to make such payment. This 
naturally recalls the very familiar patriotism 
of Artemus Ward, who was determined that 
the rebellion should be suppressed if its 
suppression demanded the life of every broth- 
er-in-law he had in the world. It may be 
that Sir Morton enriched his wife in the days 
of his golden prosperity. If her wealth is 
hers in her own right, his generous sacrifice 
cannot be regarded otherwise than satirically. 
The Baronet is now in his seventy-second 
year, having been born at Woking, Surrey, 
August 4,1809. He served in his youth an ap- 
prenticeship of seven yearsto his uncle, 
Henry Peto, the extensive builder, at whose 
death he succeeded to the business, in con- 
junction with his cousin, Thomas Grissell. 
The partnership was dissolved fifteen years 
later, Grisseil continuing, on his own ac- 
count, the erection of the houses of Parlia- 
ment—the greatest of the many architectural! 
undertakings of the firm. Peto has beena 
large railway builderin Kngland and Cana- 
da, and in 1854 constructed the Norwegian 
Giank Trunk and the Royal Danish lines 
He received his patent of Baronetcy the 
year following for building a rail- 
way, Without any prospect of profit, in the 
Crimea during the war, in ‘pursuance ofa 
plan promulgated by the Duke of Newcastle, 
then Minister of War. He has always been 
an ardent Baptist, having erected for that 
sect Bloomsbury Chapel at his own expense. 
He has repeatedly represented the Advanced 
Liberal interest in Parliament, rosigning his 
seat in 1866 in consequence of the disastrous 
failure of Morton, Betts & Crampton, forthe 
snug little sum of $35,000,000. Just after 
the close of the civil war he visited this 
country and distinguished himselgy by 
his expressed affection and admiration for 
the Republic, his liberal donations to charit- 
able and religious societies, and his magnifi- 
cent entertainments. He provided a grand 
dinner at the old Delmonico restaurant, in 
Fourteenth street, the most expensive ever 
prepared there, and probably unequaied for 
sumptuousness by any dinner given in the 
land. There were 100 covers, the oldest and 
costilest wines were furnished; everything 
was cf regal splendor. The price of the feast 
is said to have been from $20,000 to $25,000. 
Clara Louise Kellogg sang, and ot 
for her one or two arias a check or 
$1,000. Peto was thoroughly American in 
his prodigality, scattering his money onevery 
hand. lie was and is no doubt sincere in nis 
liking for the United States, having made a 
diligent study of many of the nationa! feat- 
ures, Which he embodied (1866) in a work en- 
titled **‘The Resources and Prospects of 
America.’? He is saia to be still hearty and 
hale, though his bankruptcy preyed upon his 
spirits and aged him prematurely. His en- 
tire rectitude, personal and commercial, hus, 
we believe, never been seriously impeached. 


Mrs. Sprague Defended.

An interview is published here to-day with 
Miss Augusta Betzel, daughter of Dr. Hetzel, 
of this city, a refined and cultured lady of 
twenty-six years of age, who for two years 
has resided in Mrs. Kate Chase Sprague’s 
home , Edgewood, near Washington, as gov- 
erness and companion. She defends Mrs. 
Sprague in a mostpositive manner, and 
depounces every statement that in any way 
compromises her character. She says Mrs. 
Sprague is an entirely pure woman, good and 
gifted, and entirely above reproach. 

She scorned the imputation of scandal so far 
as it mizghtin any way reflect upon the host- 
ess of ‘*Edgewood.’? She knew that Senator 
Conkling was a visitor at the Sprague house, 
but so were countless other distinguished 
men, and Mr. Conkling was nothing more 
than a gallant gentleman and a good friendin 
the true sense of the term.

In 
order to guard the council against being 
hoodwinked again, it may be stated the com- 
pany sometbree years ago obtained the ser- 
vices of Dr.G. M. Leavitte, Assistant State 
Geologist, to make an analysis of the water in 
order to quiet similar complaints, and his re- 
portas submitted and published proved the 
water to be pure beyond compare. Shortly 
after and just as. he was leaving for Coiorado, 
ibe professor told a Times reporter that the 
report was doctored after it left his bands, 
and that the water was fit neither for drink- 
ing nor for ordinary household purposes.

distances between our Atlantic ports, as well 
as between our ports in the Mississippi 
Valley and those of China, Japan and-the 
Sandwich Islands will be proportionately 
shorter by way of Tehuantepec than by Nica- 
ragua or Panama; and, whereas, the com- 
merce of the World during the next thirty 
years will not probably iustify the construc- 
tion of morethan one line of transit across 
the American isthmus, and as the commerce 
of the United States will furnish them 
quarters of this traffic, and as each additional 
mile of distance to be traversed by our ships 
will impose an unnecessary and continual 
burden upon this commerce, it is of the first 
importance that the proposed works be lo- 
cated upon that part ofthe American Isthmus 
which will afford the shortest line of water 
communication between the various parts of 
thecountry.
